j  OPPOSING  S.  3373,  AMENDING  THE  NATIONAL  HOUSING  ACT  RELATIVE  TO 
MATERIALS  APPROVAL. 

WHEREAS,  S.  3373,  amending  the  National  Housing  Act  (S.  3248)  j 
I  relating  to  materials  approval,  is  pending  in  the  Congress;  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  amendment,  if  enacted,  would  severely  hamper  home 
i  rule  because  of  a  mandatory  requirement  that  materials  to  be  used  must 
j  be  approved  by  a  testing  agency  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  HUD;  an4 
WHEREAS,  Such  testing  agency  standards  are  not  based  on  broad  j 
participation  of  all  segments  of  the  construction  industry;  and 

WHEREAS,  S.  3373  would  permit  legal  action  to  be  initiated  by  any 
individual  against  local  codes  whenever  a  material  or  construction 
lethod  has  not  been  approved  by  the  local  government  because  of  its 
non-conformity  with  local  codes ;  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  legal  action  would  be  costly  to  local  government, 
and  would,  in  addition,  create  hardship 'and  delay  by  requiring  legal 
hearings  in  order  to  sup{)ort  the  technical  decisions  of  local  govern- 
ment; now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  does  hereby  express  its  opposition  to  S.  3373  as  being 
prejudicial  to  local  government  in  the  proper  evaluation  of  materials 
and  enforcement  of  codes;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  for  transmittal  to  the  Federal  Legislative  Repre  ;
